Wilmington officials 


Town may have difficulty obtaining MWRA hook-up from neighboring Woburn 


By STEPHEN BJORK 

WILMINGTON - The Woburn 
City Council's Liaison 
Committee held a meeting last 
week to discuss the proposed 
construction of a water line to 
provide Wilmington with a per- 
manent connection to the 
Water 
s Authority (MWRA) 
trunk located in East Woburn. 
Wilmington officials were sup- 
posed to attend the meeting, 
but, due to what has been cited 
as a “lack of communication,” 

no invitations were sent. 
Wilmington may have to 
agree to certain conditions 


before getting permission to« 


build its water line connection. 

John Ciriello, Ward 6 
Alderman, wants the Council’s 
approval of the new water line 
to be contingent upon 
Wilmington’s instituting a 
restriction limiting —_ large 
trucks’ use of Route 38, 
According to Ciriello, the exces- 
sive truck traffic on Route 38 in 
Woburn, a primarily residential 
area, is literally foreing people 
out of their homes. 

“The houses (on Main Street) 
are falling apart, including 
mine,” Ciriello said. “People 
are selling their homes because 
they don't want to deal with it 
anymore. No one wants to raise 
a family on a street that has 
trucks rumbling by 24/7.” 

Ciriello urged fellow Woburn 
officials to leverage 
Wilmington’s need for a new 
water source to benefit his con- 
stituents in North Woburn, 


“It's important to the city to 
use this to their advantage,” 
Ciriello said. “Woburn has 
been (Wilmington's) driveway 
for tractor-trailers. For 30 
years we asked them to support 
the (reconstruction of the New 
Boston Street) bridge and they 
didn't do that until they needed 
this water connection.” 

The New Boston Street 
Bridge, located just over the 
Woburn line at the end of 
Woburn Street, has been closed 
since it caught fire back in the 


late 1970's. The Town of 
Wilmington has opposed it’s re- 
opening since that time due to 
traffie concerns. The bridge 
has always been viewed by 
Woburn as a key connector 
between an indus’ ea in 
North Woburn and Main Street 
Although the bridge is located 
entirely in Woburn, eligibility 
for state funding for the project 
would require the blessing of 
Wilmington. 

In April 2004 the Wilmington

Board no longer to discuss Olin or Transrail in executive session

WILMINGTON - The Board of 
Selectmen received instruc- 
tions to no longer discuss Olin 
Chemica! or New England 
Transrail during executive ses- 
sion by Town Counsel Paul 
DeRensis. The instructions 
came on the heels of a purport- 
ed leak of information from a 
recent executive session. 

The admonishment from 
DeRensis followed a protracted 
and contentious Board discus-

cleared the way for New 
England Transrail to construct 
the transfer station,” stated a 
story appearing in the 
Wilmington Advocate and 
attributed to Advocate Staff 
Writer Franklin B. Tucker. 

McCoy stated that, as 
Chairman, it was his obligation 
to comment on the quote.

Selectman Frank West, who 
had not been mentioned by 
McCoy, stated that he did not 
provide any information to the 
Advocate. 

“I was contacted by Mr. 
Tucker and he asked me, point 
blank, what was said in execu- 
tive session,” West said. “I told 
him that I would not confirm or 
deny anything said in executive 
session. I then called the Town 
Manager to inform him of the 
situation.” 

According to West, the 
Advocate reporter claimed to 
already have obtained the infor- 
mation from two other sources 
and was simply trying to con- 
firm.

“It could have been some kind 
of journalist trick, like a child 
telling his father, ‘Mom already 
told me where we are going to 
dinner, so you might as well tell 
me,” West said.

Yes, I had a mullet. 

We all did, don’t even try to 
deny it. It was the 80's and if 
you were a male between the 
ages of 14 to 35, and not serv- 
ing in the U.S. military, you 
most likely sported a hairstyle 
falling into the mullet variety. 

For those uninitiated in the 
ways of the mullet; a mullet is 
a very distinctive haircut with 
a relatively short, clean-cut 
appearance in the front, the 
sides, and the top, but allow- 
ing the back to grow long.

Wilmington among 41 communities applying for library funding 


Boston- Forty-one municipali- 
ties, including Wilmington, 
filed Applications for New 
Construction, 
Addition/Renovation or 
Renovation Projects by the 
February 9 deadline for the 
2004-2005 Massachusetts Public 
Library Construction Grant 
Round. 

These applications will now 
be evaluated for their complete- 
ness, and then reviewed and 
ranked by independent non- 
Agency reviewers who are not 
associated with the projects 
under consideration, as well as 
by staff of the Massachusetts 
Board of Library 
Commissioners. 

The Board will announce the 
projects recommended for 
funding that will receive a pr 
ovisional grant award (pending 
confirmation of local funding) 
or placement on a waiting list 
for future funding at its Board 
Meeting on Thursday, July 7, 
2005. 

Funding for a 
construction/renovations pro- 
ject is based on its eligible 
costs, which can include pur- 
chase of land not already 
owned by the town or its school 
district, consulting architectur- 
al and engineering fees, actual 
construction costs and costs of 
fixed equipment.

What do you call an assembly of 
massive crowds and policemen in 
the center of Hanoi after curfew 
hours? Not an uprising against 
the Communist Party - but a gov 
ernment-blessed celebration 
marking the new year of the 
rooster 

Last week Tet, the new lunar 
year holiday, began here in 
Vietnam. In Hanoi, specifically, 
streets centered around Huan 


Kim Lake were closed off to traf- 
fic and flooded with Vietnamese 
from all walks of life. There were 
at least two concert stages on the 
two sides of the lake, vendors and 
statues of roosters. Of course, 
there were communist party ban- 
ners as well. When the clock 
struck twelve, a fireworks show 
commenced. This wasn’t an ordi- 
nary one like you see in the US, 
which is computerized. It was 
simply big batches of fireworks 
constantly being lit & fired into 
the air over the lake, coupled with 
the sounds of cheering crowds 
Tet is a celebration which par- 
allels the Chinese New Year holi- 
day and its message. Here in 
Vietnam it is a time for people to 
visit or entertain relatives in

their homes and a time to feast 
on different holiday foods. 

This is the main reason why this 
week many stores and restau- 
rants are closed and traffic is less 
apparent. Ancestors are also 
given homage, usually in the way 
either visiting their burial sites, 
pagodas or in one’s home. 

The holiday of Tet in Hanoi was 
apparent more in the streets dur- 
ing the days before Tet, and also 


sights of large trees popping up 
from within traffic on small 
motorbikes were numerous. 
Lastly, perhaps the most appar- 
ent item that was used, and is 
still being used this holiday, has 
been the firecracker (though offi- 
cially banned).

Minh met with soldiers on their 
way to Hanoi. 

The second site we visited was 
Tan Trao, the area where the 
August Revolution of 1945 was 
organized. It was here that Ho 
Chi Minh and his Communist 
Party met and discussed plans 
for insurgency and independence 
for Vietnam. Furthermore we 
went to see “Uncle Ho's” home, 
which was basically a small bam- 
boo hut. There is a museum here 
where you can see, among other 
things, Ho's typewriter and other 
obscure items such as a pebble he 
used to make sure his writings 
did not get blown away by the 
wind during the day. 

On the way back to Hanoi we 
stopped at a riverside area that 
had communist stone statues 
(some towering) erected in 
recognition of the Vietnamese 
army and the other factions of 
society responsible for leading 
the revolution in 1945 and the 
years afterwards. 

It may be worth mentioning the 
type of accommodations we have 
in Hanoi. We are housed in an 
international students dorm in 
singles, each with a TV, a small

McFadden and her group are 
hoping to continue experienc- 
ing such support. 

“Right now it is really about 
reaching the people who want a 
new library, but are just disen- 
gaged in the process at this 
point,” McFadden said. 

WLA is looking to provide a 
presentation to the various 
school Parent Advisory 
Committees as well as to local 
realtors. 

“Let's face it, a modern 
library increases property val- 
ues for all of us,” McFadden 
said.

McFadden is concerned that 
some publicly elected officials 
are raising unnecessary con- 
cerns and fears regarding the 
price of a new-library. 

“The greatest gift a communi- 
ty can give to its children is one 
of opportunity and exploration 
in a safe and meaningful man- 
ner,” McFadden said. “There is 
simply no more affordable way 
to do that than through a strong 
partnership with public educa- 
tion and a great public library.”

Wrestling team makes school history

Once again the Wilmington 
High wrestling program has 
made history. 

Over the past decade it start- 
ed with its first Division 3 state 
champion. Then came multiple 
champions before the first all- 
state champion was crowned. 
Then came the first wrestler to 
crack 100 wins. Then came the 
team’s first 17-win season. 

Now comes the first ever 
Division 3 sectional champi- 
onship. 

The Wildcats topped the 18- 
team field in a two-day meet 
which started Friday and 
ended Saturday night with 176 
points. League rival Triton, 
which had more than ten regu- 
lar season victories including 
one over the ‘Cats, finished in 
second place with 167 points. 
Winchester. (164), last year's 
Division 3 state champion 
Quabbin Regional and Wayland 
rounded out the top five teams, 

“We talked as coaches at the 
beginning of the season that we 
had a chance to do something 
very good this season,” said 
head coach Mike Pimental, 
who was named the Division 3 
North sectional coach of the 
year, “It ended up that way here 
with the sectional champi- 
onship. No matter what we just 
hoped that the team would peak 
at the right time and it was 
great to see all of the kids be 
able to put it all together this 
past weekend.” 

Wilmington had one champi- 
on, but had five wrestlers 
advance to the final, and nine 
total wrestlers reach the semi- 


finals. Senior Mike St. Aubin 
was the lone sectional champi- 
on as he captured the 135-pound 
division over Matt Pearson of 
Quabbin Regional with a 6-5 
score. 

“Pearson came into the match 
at 25-0 this season,” said 
Pimental. “And for Mike his 
dream of being a sectional 
champion came true. He’s 
earned everything he gets in 
wrestling because he’s put 
everything into it.” 

St. Aubin held a 5-2 lead until 
30 seconds left in the match 
when Pearson scored three 
quick points on an escape and a 
takedown. But with 16 seconds 
to go, St. Aubin scored the win- 
ning point with an escape and 
he held on from there. 

“Mike then fended Pearson off 
and wrestled really tactical on 
the final (15 seconds),” said 
Pimental. 

Four other wrestlers lost in 
the finals, including senior Tim 
Sughrue. He went up against 
Winchester's Travis Tremblay 
in the 140-pound division 
Tremblay, who surpassed 150 
victories in his career several 
weeks ago, is a returning sec- 
tional and Division 3 state 
champion and the two locked 
horns for a thrilling 4-3 decision 
which went to Tremblay. 

“Tim gave him a run for his 
money,” said Pimental. “In no 
way was Tim outclassed. I hope 
what Tim realizes now is that 
he can go up against anyone. 
He took Tremblay down, but it 
was just out of bounds. Had he 
stayed in bounds, it would have 
been a different story.” 

Last year’s sectional champi-

on Anthony Almeida went to 
the finals again, this time he 
fell 9-5 to Triton Regional’'s 
Ross Capolupo. 

“Anthony was down right 
away on a few takedowns,” said 


Pimental. “Then (Capolupo) 
basically shut down and 
stopped wrestling. He was 


stalling and the referee gave 
him a warning but he didn’t 
push the envelope on it. But I 
hope this is a wake-up call for 
Anthony because we all know 
he can go out and pin his way to 
a state championship.” 

Juniors Evan Walsh and Jon 
Kelly also went to the finals. 
Walsh lost a one-point match at 
130 pounds to Triton’s Diego 
Zarba, and Kelly was pinned by 
Ethan Dickson, the returning 
sectional champion from 
Quabbin. 

“Evan has lost to Zarba three 
times, all by one-point and we 
just hope that Evan gets his 
revenge,” said Pimental. “And 
Jon Kelly aspired to be a great 
wrestler after last year’s sea- 
son, and he went into the tour- 
nament with just six losses and 
capped off another great mile- 
stone for him this season by 
taking second place.” 

Four other wrestlers placed in 
the tournament as Wilmington 
will send a record nine grap- 
plers to this weekend's Division 
3 state meet to be held in 
Pittsfield. Junior Mike 
Sorrentino finished third as he 
lost a one-point decision in the 
semi-finals. Senior Chris Olson 
placed fourth at 275, senior 


Greg Boland was fifth at 215 
and junior Nathan Clapp was 
sixth at 112. 

“Greg has really put things 
together in the last few weeks,” 
said Pimental. “He's gone 6-1 
and when he lost this weekend 
in the semifinals, he came back 
very strong to win his match 
for fifth and sixth place. Chris 
has worked very hard and I'm 
real proud of him. I'm proud 
that he’s been able to put things 


together at the right time of his 
senior season. 

“And Nathan didn’t have the 
tournament he had hoped for 
but he’s come a long way and 
just continues to improve so 
much. He won his first two 
matches and then lost two very 
close ones to two guys who 
were the first and second seeds, 
when he was fifth. He’s a very 
good competitor and we're 
looking forward to seeing what 


he can do next year.” 

St. Aubin, Sughrue, Almeida, 
Kelly, Sorrentino, Olson, 
Boland and Walsh all advance 
to this weekend's meet, while 
Clapp will serve as an alter 
nate. The state meet will tak« 
place at Taconic Regional High 
School in Pittsfield, Mass on 
Friday beginning at 1:00 pm 
before resuming Saturday 
morning at 10:00 am with finals 
slated to begin at 6:30 pm.

A goal in the first 55 seconds

Anderson the savior for hockey team

It's hard to find a better 
young gentleman than Tim 
Anderson. It’s also hard to find 
a harder working athlete than 
Anderson. And it’s also very 
difficult to find a better story 
than what Anderson has writ- 
ten in the past year. 

. Last year at this time 
Anderson was wrapping up his 
junior year as one of the two 
junior varsity goaltenders. 
There were times he played 
well and there were times he 
really struggled. 

Today he is arguably one of 
the best varsity goalies in the 
Cape Ann League. On Saturday 
afternoon he turned away all 30 
shots he faced in a must win for 
the ‘Cats, who have kept their 
state tournament chances alive 
with a 20 win over 
Masconomet Regional. 

Anderson has been absolutely 
phenomenal all season. Of the 
15 games he’s played in, he’s 
made 20 or more saves 12 

, -times, and has made 25 or more 
+, saves eight times, Of those 
teight games, two of them were 
‘nothing short of spectacular 
including a 38-save perfor- 
mance in a 1-1 tie against 
North Reading and a 39save 
performance in a 1-0 loss to 
Triton. 
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Two weeks ago the team had 
a record of 47 and have since 
gone 3-1-1 to up its record to 7- 
8-1 overall as the team needs 
five points in their last four 
games to qualify for the state 
tournament for the llth 
straight season. Anderson is 
the sole reason the team has 
that chance to go to post-sea 
son. Saturday was a terrific 
example of that as he turned 
away 30 shots, including 12 big 
ones in the second period. 

“Tim was awesome again,” 
said head coach Steve Scanlon. 
“We're not anywhere close to 
being where we are without 
him. I’m glad he got his first 
shut out - it took him a bit to 
get it.” 

Anderson has played in 15 of 
the team’s games this season 
and now has a mark of 7-7-1. He 
has faced 377 shots this season, 
stopping 348 of them for a very 
impressive .920 save percent- 
age. And that’s coming with a 
very young and inexperienced 
defensive group in front of him, 
and in his first season with the 
varsity. 

“I think he really deserves a 
shot on the all-league team and 
this week should help him giv- 
ing up just one goal,” said 
Scanlon, about Anderson who 
has given up just two goals in 
the last three games stopping 


82 of 85 shots. “But when 
you're playing well the puck is 
as big as a beach ball and 
you're confident. That’s what 
held him back in the past was 
he really lacked confidence and 
now he's thriving with it.” 

Anderson was the first to 
admit that he really struggled 
with the mental aspect of being 
inbetween the pipes. 

“I think it was kind of tough 
playing JV and practicing with 
the varsity last year,” said 
Anderson. “The speed of the 
shots is not the same from JV 
to varsity. But I knew what I 
had to do over the summer. I 
asked (Steve Scanlon and Chip 
Bruce) what I had to do over 
the summer to get better. I 
actually played with Lynnfield 
and St. John’s Prep (in two 
summer leagues ).” 

During the hot summer 
months, Anderson said he had 
to get it in his mind that he 
could play the game. 

“Last year I just had a prob- 
lem mentally,” said Anderson. 
“That was always my biggest 
competition. The experience 
does help (this year with the 
varsity) but last year playing 
JV was very hard. I think there 
were times when Chip wanted 
to throw cones out there 
instead of having me in the net. 
But I think the work I did has 


paid off a little bit.” 

That work has paid off. 
Anderson has continued the 
long line of terrific goaltenders 
the ‘Cats have had over the 
past dozen years starting with 
Bob Lesko and Jason Dango, 
and going to Joe Luciano, Paul 
Sferrazza and Joe Berian, who 
was an all-league selection last 
year. 

“I am surprised (with how 
well I'm playing) because I 
really didn’t know how I'd be at 
the start of the season,” said 
Anderson. “But everyone had 
doubts about us because we lost 
a couple of defensemen, (goal 


scoring forward) Tony 
(Resendes) arid (goalie Andy) 
Berian. I've been behind 


Berian and (Paul) Sferrazza, 
so that was a little pressure 
too.”

With all of the computer 
technology at hand today, 
archivists and librarians are 
finding that the microfilm 
process is the least expen- 
sive way to preserve and 
keep historic documents for 
long periods of time. 

“Becky Rohr, Director of 
Technical Services at 
Wakefield's Beebe Memorial 
Library said, “Microfilm has 
a track record. It is a tried 
and true technology.” 

Paul Monahan, owner of 
New England Micrographics 
in Marlboro said, “Digital is 
a much faster way to look up 
(research), but there is also 
the chance to lose it all.” 

Rohr agreed with this 
assessment and also noted 
that the technology is still 
new, with the chance for 
drastic changes in the 
future. She cited the old beta 
video tape method as an 
example. 

According to Rohr, when 
the very high frequency 
(VHF) tapes came along, 
they became more popular 
and machines could no 
longer be found to retrieve 
the information on the beta 
tapes. 

“One concern,” according

to Rohr, “is that writing onto 
cd's (compact discs) is not 
popular right now.” There is 
a concern that you would 
create all of this media and 
the technology would 
change.” 

Mike Monahan, who runs 
New England 
Micrographics with his 
father, added, that the 
method for preservation 
depends a lot on the time 
people want to keep the 
records. In the business 
world, records only need to 
be kept for seven years and 
digital records would be 
good enough for this type of 
storage. 

“When you're talking 
about historical documents 

newspapers or rare books 

long term survivability of 
digital images is one area of 
focus.” 

According to Monahan, 
the digital imagery may be 
less expensive but the shelf 
life is also less. Digital 
images can deteriorate 
after five years. 

In the case of libraries, 
most of the records that are 
on microfilm go back as far 
as the nineteenth century. 
The Woburn Public Library 
keeps back copies of the 
Daily Times Chronicle from 
100 years ago on microfilm 
and also has copies of sev- 
eral nineteenth century 
newspapers as well. 

In Wakefield, Annual 
Town Meeting Reports can 
be found as well as copies of 
the Daily Times Chronicle 
and other papers that serve 
the community. 


in the Beebe’s Reference 
Department said, “A lot of 
Wakefield history is on 
microfilm.” 

According to a history, 
compiled by the University 
of California, Southern 
Regional Library Facility, 
the microfilm technology 
dates back to 1839 when an 
English scientist, John 
Benjamin Dancer, “...began 
to experiment with and 
manufacture micro pro- 
duced novelty texts...” 

The research notes: “The 
first practical use of com- 
mercial microfilm was 
developed by a New York 
City banker, George 
McCarthy, in the 1920's. He 
was issued a patent in 1925 
for his Checkograph 


machine, designed to make 
permanent film copies of all 
bank records, In ‘1928 
Eastman Kodak bought 
McCarthy's invention and 
began to market it under 
Kodak's Recordak 
Division.” 

In 1935, the Recordak 
Division started microfilm- 
ing copies of the New York 
Times. After World War II 
the technology became rec 
ommended to libraries as a 
good way to store the his- 
toric records and other 
research material they kept 

New England 
Micrographics is the 
acclaimed leader in doing 
the microfilm work for the 
area libraries. Paul 
Monahan has been in the 
business since the 1950's 
when he stared working for 
one of the pioneer compa 
nies for microfilming in 
New England.

“When microfilm first 
came out there were no 
standards as to resolution o! 
film,” Mike Monahan said 
“Then Libraries sought to 
set some standards.” 

Because of the new stan- 
dards, changes were made 
in the technology of both the 
film used and the readers 
used by the public. 

Monahan notes _ that 
some of the newer equip- 
ment has the capability of 
digitizing the material it is 
reading. According to Kathy 
O'Doherty, the director of 
the Reference Department 
at the Woburn Public 
Library, the new machine 
they have recently pur 
chased has the ability to 
connect with a computer to 
do digital work. 

Lorraine Barry, director 
of the Reference 
Department at the Reading 
Public Library notes the 
Library bought a new read. 
ing machine about four 
years ago and she had found 
several changes in the tech 
nology.

New biology labs now open

As the second quarter draws 
' to a close, Austin Preparatory 
‘ School students enjoy learning 
about science in the school’s 
recently renovated biology 
labs. The project, completed in 
‘September 2004, was the result

‘planning and vision, and was 
funded in part by proceeds 
from the school’s annual golf

Austin has begun to upgrade 
all of its science facilities to 
provide its students with the 
best possible education.

Science Department, and were 
constructed by Sasso Const uc- 
tion Co., Inc. of Andover. They 
feature data and power connec- 
tions with the potential for 
wireless data transmission, 
state-of-the-art presentation 
mode lighting fixtures donated 
by OmniLite of Burlington, and 
conform to the highest tevels of 
safety standards. Modular fur- 
niture allows teaching space 
flexibility and instant worksta- 
tion reconfiguration. 

These multi-media class- 
rooms and laboratories are out- 
fitted with state-of-the-art 
SMART Board technology 
This interactive whiteboard 
turns a teacher’s computer, 
projector, and A/V units into a 
powerful tool for instructing, 
collaborating, and presenting 
With a computer image pro- 
jected onto the board, the 
teacher can simply press on its 
large, touch-sensitive surface to 
access and control any applica- 
tion. Using a pen from the 
SMART Pen Tray, the teacher 
can work at the board to take 
notes and highlight important 
information before saving them 
so students can access remote- 
ly.

Bishop, who 
teaches freshmen biology, says 
she is able to show visuals and 
graphics to illustrate concepts. 
“The students can better com- 
prehend a subject. They see 
parts and processes like never 
before. We don’t have to explain 
a topic and say ‘Imagine this.’ 
Now we can pull up three- 
dimensional graphics and pro- 
vide a virtual lab setting that 
could never be replicated in 
classroom due to costs and 
safety constraints.” “The new 
labs are great,” O’Brien added 

The student response to the 
new labs has been equally posi- 
tive. “I have never seen stu- 
dents react as strongly to a 
change in their environment as 
they have done with the biology 
labs,” said Headmaster Paul 
Moran. Teachers have heard 
similar feedback from students 
who believe that they have the 
‘coolest classrooms in the 
school.’ The young learners 
are indeed enthusiastic about 
science. 

“We have committed our- 
selves to renovating and 
expanding Austin’s science 
facilities,” Headmaster Moran 
commented. “We have a talent- 
ed staff, and this is just the 
beginning to growing the 
school’s vibrant science depart- 
ment.” Science course offerings 
at Austin currently include 
Biology, Chemistry, Physics, 
Anatomy and Physiology, 
Marine Biology, Astronomy, AP 
Biology, AP Chemistry, AP 
Physics, and AP Environmen- 
tal Science.

“The town will not be

ateness in light of the town’s 
fiscal situation 

“The article proposed 
amending Chapter 8 of the 
General Bylaws by adding 
Section 38 - Underground 
Utilities on Main Street. If 
passed, it would have 
required utilities to replace 
poles, overhead structures, 
and wires along Main Street 
from Elliott Park to a point 
approximately 180 feet 
beyond the intersection of 
Main Street and Swanton 
Street with underground 
facilities 

“According to Planning 
Board member Stephen 
Parkhurst who presented the 
article, underground utilities 
fit in with a vision of north 
Main Street as a safer, pedes: 
trian-friendly street with a 
higher standard of develop 


ment. Calling utility wires a 
‘visual blight, he said bury- 
ing utilities ‘will make a 
huge difference to improving 
this section of town.’ 

“He referred to it as a 
beautification project that is 
also an economic develop- 
ment opportunity. He also 
noted that the town is apply- 
ing for a Public Works 
Economic Developme 
(PWED) grant, which, 
successful, would fund over 
$1 million in improvements 
to north Main Street and 
with which burying utilities 
could be coordinated...”

“The Reading Technology 
and Education Foundation 
was pleased to announce the 
recipients of grants for the 
Fall of 2004,” notes the 
Reading edition of the "Daily 
Times Chronicle."
